Us value, even fo r the purpose 
o f stirring public o pinio n may bo questio ned because public opinion 
stirred one m o nth may be stilled the next and the sam e things 
m ust lie said o ver again to get sentim ent aro used to the w arm th 
it registered a m o nth or m o nths before. 
The attack must be an 
attack on the thing itself thro ugh an effort to remove it o r impro ve 
it. 
T here are o rganizatio ns in B rainerd fo r this purpo se. 
They 
are do ing good wo rk but they can do better work. 
As they become 
better gro unded they will gro w into o rganizatio ns that put acro ss 
the things they o utline in th eir meetings. 
Much has been acco m­ 
plished by these and as they work to gether more heartily much 
m o re will be done. 
B rainerd has developed wo nderfully during 
the past five y ears and it will impro ve mo re in the next live. 
One of the recent im pro vem ents initiated by the city council 
and achieved by its co m m ittee on streets is seen in the m any im­ 
pro vem ents that have been nftide thro ugh grading the streets in 
vario us pa rts oi the city , th is work is not y et done but when it is 
co m pltted and the rains settle the surlace and they are scraiied 
into shape the citizens of B rainerd will appreciate the activities 
o f the m em bers of this committee. 
Brainerd ado pted the slogan "A bigger ami better B rainerd.” 
J ho citizens who m e public-spirited have not fo rgo tten it ami they 
are m aking effo rts to see it expressed in the city .

Perhaps, In these days, men are sometimes mis­ 
taken in looking to the circumferente of life and neglecting the 
center, for it must be true that the circumference cannot be lijrfil 
if the center is wrong.

man’s first duty is to hic. home, his 
second to his community, his third to his stale, his fourth to his 
nation and, ofter these interests have been served, the larger 
world may be considered. Of ccursc, ii tile more local value:; ave j 
to be consol vcd, the larger and wider relationships must be con- j 
sidered. 
The home is affected by the life of tile community, the 
community by the state and the state by the nation, but while this 
is true, uniformly good homes will make a good community and 
uniformly good communities will determine that the state will be 
a good state. 
Brainerd is heeding the lessons that were enforced by the 
happenings of recent date. 
it is impressed with the idea thai the 
littleness of Main street and the pettiness o f the small community 
need not mar its life, for it is large enough to overcome thi ne and 
at the same time the city i& small enough to share in the intimate 
affairs of individuals so that the community interests are neigh­ 
borly interests and the neighborly spirit need not be buried under 
the burden of community interests. 
Better towns than Brainerd would be hard to find, but Brain­ 
erd can be a still better town, and it will be when the spirit of 
comradeship and kindliness that is aroused in times of emergency 
becomes more characteristic of its every day life.

FARRELL TELLS WHY DEMPSEY SLUGGED

New York, On. 1 
For years to come, no doubt, the thrilling victory <>f 
.lack Dempsey over I.uis Firpo in less than two rounds will remain one <>l 
the most interesting topics in boxing discussions. 
Perhaps it will be related to the next generation how the great Jack 
Dempsey took the wildest of all ciiabces and went out to out slug and out- 
punch one of the hardest hitters olj all times. 
Dempsey perhaps will he given credit for super courage in setting aside 
more effective methods of scientific lighting to prove his greatness by heating 
a most dangerous opponent at Ids own game. 
Experts are still figuring why Dempsey fought so strangely, so carelessly 
and so dangerously when the logical thing for him to have done was to box 
with Firpo and cut him down by the more modern method of scientific hitting. 
Dempsey went out to slug with Firpo In the first round, and he was 
mighty near knocked out from under his title. 
He was floored twice, knocked 
out of the ring once and beaten all around the ring in the first round, 
fie 
was hit seven straight times with a right hand and luter was landed on 
fifteen times with swings, without making a counter punch, but nevertheless 
he floored his opponent seven times. 
In the Becond rdund he went out and fought as he was expected to fight 
in the first round. 
lie hoxed Firpo, feinted him Into knots and knocked him 
out without having the Argentine touch him with a glove. 
For several reasons, Dempsey had to light the way he did. 
He found In 
the first round, if he was able to register any Impression, that he could not 
hox the wild slugging South American until he had beaten him down and 
reduced the power and frequency of those terrific right hand, swings. 
It is doubtful if Dempsey uetualiy recorded that fact in his mind. 
He 
was all hut knocked out by the very first pdnch of the/fight. 
He started out 
to box Firpo and got a terrible clout on the Juw. That punch knocked Demp­ 
sey clear off his tight. 
It dated him and threw him back to instinctive fight­ 
ing where all he tried to do was slug down the big fighter, who was slugging 
him down. 


It is doubtful that Dempsey actually figured that his boxing would not 
he effective against blow* that were strong enough to break through his 
guard and it omst have been that the first punch reduced him to such a state 
of desperation that it was the animal in him that pressed him Into such a 
savage method of battle. 
Dempsey did outbox Firpo in the second round and he did knock him 
ofit by the right kind of fighting tactics, but It must be remembered thut the 
Firpo who came out for the second round was not the wild man who rushed 
out for the first round uni fought us no other heavyweight ever fought in the 
ring before.

For yearn to come, no doubt, the thrilling vic tory of 


J a c k Dempsey over Luis Flrpci in less than two rounds will remain one of 


the moat interesting topics in boxing discussions. 
Pe rhaps it will be related to the next generation how the great J a c k 


Dempsey took the wildest of all chanc es and went out to out slug and out 


punch one of the har dest hitters of all times. 
Dempsey perhaps will be given credit for su pe rc o u r a g e in setting aside 


more effective methods of scientific fighting to prove bis greatness by beating 


a most dangerous opponent at his own game. 
E x p e rt s are still figuring why Dempsey fought so strangely, so carele ssl y 


and so dangerously when tin* logical thing for him to have done was to box 


with Firpo and cut him down by the more modern method of scientific bitting 


Dempsey went out to slug with Firpo in the first round, and he 
was 


mighty near knocked out from under his title. 
He was floored twice, knocked 


out of the ring once and beaten all around the ring in the drat round, 
fir 


was hit seven straight times with a right hand and later was landed on 


fifteen times with swings, without making a counter punch, hut nev ertheless 


he floored his opponent seven times. 
In the second round he went out and fought as he was expected to fight 


in the first round. 
He boxed Firpo, feinted him into knots a n d . knocked him 


out without having the Argentine touch him with a glove. 


F o r several reasons, Dempsey had to fight, the way he did. 
He found in 


the first round, if he was able to register any impression, that he could not 


box the wild slugging South American until he had beaten him down and 


reduced the power and frequency of those terrific right hand, swings. 


It is doubtful if Dempsey actually recorded that fact in his mind. 
He 


was all but knocked out by the very first punch of the /fight. 
He started out 


to box Firpo and got a terri ble clout on the jaw. 
T h at punch knocked Demp­ 


sey cle ar off his fight, 
It dazed him and throw him back to instinctive fight 


ing where all he tried to do was slug down the big fighter, who was slugging 
him down.

It is doubtful that Dempsey actually figured that his boxing would not 


he effective against blows that were strong enough to break through his 


guard and it n^ist have been that the first punch reduced him to such a state 


of desperation that it was the animal in him that pressed him into such a 
savage method of battle. 


Dempsey did outbox Firpo in the second round and he did knock him 
ofit by the right kind of fighting tactics, but it must he remembered that the 


F ir po who came out for the second round was not the wild man who rushed 


out for the first round ani fought as no other heavyweight ever fought in the 
ring before.
